DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 2 is indefinite because it is unclear if the "support wall forming body" is the 
same element as the "shaft support wall forming body," of claim 1 . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Matsufuji (US 6,360,623), as best understood. 

Matsufuji discloses a tractor forming a transmission casing by communicably 
connecting a plurality of cylindrical casings (1 , 2, 3) in the fore-and-aft direction, being 
characterized in that a shaft-support-wall forming body (5) is detachably mounted on an 
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inner peripheral portion of an end portion of one cylindrical casing (1), and end surfaces 
of the cylindrical casings are brought into face contact with each other and are 
connected with each other without interposing the shaft-support-wall forming body 
therebetween (see Fig 1). 

Re claim 2, the transmission casing is formed by communicably connecting a 
main transmission casing (1) which constitutes a cylindrical casing in which a main 
transmission mechanism is incorporated and a sub transmission casing (2) which 
constitutes a cylindrical casing in which a sub transmission mechanism is incorporated 
in the fore-and-aft direction, a support-wall forming body (5) is detachably mounted on 
an inner peripheral portion of the rear end portion of the main transmission casing (see 
Fig 1), and a rear end surface of the main transmission casing is brought into face 
contact with and are connected with a front end surface of the sub transmission casing 
without interposing the shaft support wall forming body (see Fig 1).
